Tony Romano is a winner. But more importantly he 
is a respected winner. He is not a Bobby Knight-type. 
No ranting and raving and embarrassing his players, 
that just isn't Romano’s style. Sure he yells, but the 
man usually yells for a purpose. That purpose is to 
keep his team playing solid fundamental basketball. 

I had the privilege to play under Romano for one 
high school basketball season. I had a good opportuni- 
ty to watch his coaching style closely because I sat in 
close proximity on the bench. I didn’t play much and 
at that time we were a struggling team with four 
developing juniors. Romano played the four kids and 
the next winter his confidence paid off in an Eastern 
Mass: Tourney semi-final berth. The juniors - Mike 
Manna, Jimmy Meuse, Joe Lewis, and Gary Jenkins 
played important parts in the following season's 
success story. 

Romano's patience and confidence had paid off. I 
sat, watched, and admired. Sure I wasn’t playing, but 
I wasn’t upset because I knew Romano was no dummy. 

He knew who to put out there to help TMHS win. He 
was an excellent judge of talent. There were coaches 
at the school who benched me whom I did'nt respect as 
much as Romano. He had the ability to make even a 
12th man feel part of the team - expecially in practice 
sessions. 

Everybody worked up a sweat and the sessions many 
times were designed to be as enjoyable as possible 
while at the same time getting the preparation in. 
Romano's “‘team concept”’ is clearly evident in the 
players he had coached. Athletes such as Mike Manna,

The houses at. Buck’s Corner 


The Wilmington Buck family, 
the family who dwelled for nearly 
388 years at Buck’s Corner, liked 
the name of Jonathan. There 
were, of course, other names, but 
every generation or two seemed to 
wse the name of Jonathan 

‘The last Buck, John Henry, who 
died in 1939, was baptized 
Jonathan Henry. It was only in his 
last 40 years of life that he used the 
term John Henry 

One of the earliest of Bucks to be 
born in Wilmington (it was then a 
part of Woburn) was the Jonathan 
Buck who became Colonel Buck 
during the Revolutionary War, and 
was the man who founded the port 
of Bucksport, in Maine. Jonathan 
is famous now because there is a 
discoloration on his gravestone, 
alleged to have been put there by a 
witch, and called the Witch's Boot 
Se many people have gone into the 
cemetery there in Bucksport that 
it is now closed off, or so the story 
goes.

From Colonel Buck many 
families of that family in the 
United States are descended. He 
had great grandsons who wore the 
blue, and great grandsons who 
wore the grey, in the Civil War. 

But the Jonathan Buck name to 
be discussed at this time is he who 
was a brother of Benjamin Buck, 
and another of the same name. 

Jonathan, the son of Samuel 
was born in Wilmington about 1803, 
and lived in Wilmington all his life 

There isn’t much to tell about 
him, except that he raises the 
question, when one discusses 
Jonathan Buck, in the days of the 
nineteenth century - viz: Are you 
talking about Jonathan, the son of 
Samuel, or are you talking about 
Jonathan, the son of Nathan? Or 
maybe the third Jonathan of the 
nineteenth century - he who 
became John Henry. 

It is difficult to differentiate. 
One cannot prove that the Darius 
Buck house was built by the son of 
Nathan Buck, although that is 
quite probably the case, for it 
might possibly have been built by. 
the son of Samuel Buck, unlikely 
though that be. It just cannot be 
proven, with the material at hand. 

But the Jonathan of the Darius 
Buck House was quite probably the 
son of Nathan. Nathan had other 


children, and for a veteran of the 
American Revolution it is 
noteworthy that his children were 
living, for the most part, 100 years 
later.

Incidently, John Henry was an 
attractive man, in his youth 
There is a picture of him and Hen- 
ny Penny (who was probably a 
cousin) at the remains of the Bear 
Oak. The picture was probably 
taken in 1892, and John Henry 
could pass for a gentleman farmer 
- which possible he was. Henny 
Penny, it can be remarked, looked 
then, as he looked later, almost 
pathetic. 

Henny was probably a grandson 
of Darius, but this cannot be 
proven. He was a diffident soul 
He sought no combat. He 
preferred a solitary life. He earn- 
ed the name Henny Penny early in 
life, while he was in school - quite 
possible at the old East School, at 
the corner of Federal Street. 

Benjamin Buck enters the pic- 
ture, as far as the Congregational 
Church is concerned, when one dis- 
cusses the church parsonage. 

It was built by the Bond family - 
the family that had a bakery in 
town for about 100 years. 

It became the parsonage for the 
Congregational Church minister in 
1854 - a deed from Thomas D. 
Bond. 

And in 1876 it became the proper- 
ty of that member of the Buck 
family who was Wilmington’s

Peddlers’ penalty 
in Tewksbury? 


The Tewksbury selectmen are 
looking into ways of levying penal- 
ty as a policy has been passed to 
protect local businessmen from an 
onslaught of outside peddlers. 

Selectman William Hallisey, 
noticing that the new policy lacked 
an accompanying penalty for 
violators, proposed a two year 
suspension for “‘outside peddlers 
and a one year penalty for local 
residents 

The policy passed by the board 
sets a $25 initial permit fee and a 
daily rate of $25. A transient com- 
ing for one day pays $50. 

Local businessmen requested 
the policy because they felt that 
they could not compete with 
peddlers who do business on a 
street corner or from the back of a 
truck over the period of a day or 
two. The businessmen explained 
to selectmen that they were tax- 
payers and had to contend with 
such problems as overhead 

Chairman Norman O. Boudreau 
said that other communities have 
adopted similar guidelines to 
protect local businesses.

promised. It made things em- 
barrassing for the church 
members. It was about this time 
that George Eames was not 
elected a Deacon, and he left to 
start another church. Mrs. Hiller 
left too, and that. was when she 
became a Methodist. 

So Benjamin Buck went to his 
secret hiding place, and took out 
$5000, and paid off the bill for 
building that steeple. Maybe the 
sum wasn't $5000, but that was 
what the writer heard, many years 


to their spiritual needs and wants. 

When Benjamin died he left 
more money to the church, and his 
probably grand nephew, Jonathan 
H. was the trustee. Jonathan H. 
was, of course, the man who was 
later known as John Henry. 

Darius Buck, who was probably 
John H.'s grandfather, was 
another man who left money to the 
church.
